His cumulative average-earn- 
ings index of 2.98 in Great Britain and 
Ireland puts him third to *Nasrullah and 
Hyperion among sires with more than a 
few runners.

Sires and Grandsires 


The average-earnings index, as most 
readers of The Blood-Horse know. was 
devised more than 10 years ago in the 
hope that it would provide a useful and 
relatively inexpensive measurement for 
studying the inheritance of racing class. 
Preliminary studies indicated that it prob- 
ably would yield significant results in 
genetic studies, but a large accumulation 
of data was necessary for final testing of 
its efficiency as a standard of measure- 
ment, since it was recognized from the 
beginning that earnings reflect many fac- 
tors aside from inherent racing ability. 

Several investigations made within the 
last half-dozen years have confirmed the 
preliminary thesis that the index, that is. 
the ratio of annual earnings to annual 
opportunity, regularly yields significant 
results when a study requires the com- 
parison of one generation with another, 
whether in North America alone or in 
other countries. In other words, it is use- 
ful for predictions wherever large groups 
of horses are concerned. 

In the meantime, as a sort of by-product 
of the accumulation of data. the earnings 
indexes of the progeny of sires have been 
published in several countries. The annual 
and cumulative records of sires repre- 
sented in North America have been pub- 
lished since 1948 in a series of booklets 
measuring 534 by 41% inches. 

This year 2 major changes will be made 
in the format of the data summarizing the 
records of sires represented in North 
American racing. (1) Racing indexes of 
most of the sires will be given, along with 
the number of years each stallion raced. 
(2) The pocket-size booklet will be re- 
placed by a pamphlet with the page-size 
of The Blood-Horse, with 2 columns to the 
page, and with holes punched in the mar- 
gin to allow insertion in standard ring 
loose-leaf notebook or binder. Data for 
1957 will be ready for publication about 
the end of May. 

In addition, a later publication in sim- 
ilar format will give earnings and indexes 
for broodmare sires, along with a supple- 
mentary list showing the sires of the most 
successful runners from the mares by each 
maternal grandparent. These lists, to be 
compiled for the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, will replace the 
broodmare sire data published in recent 
years by the ATBA. 

In the previous format, punched sheets 
listed each winner under the name of the 
broodmare sire, giving the dam and sire of 
the winner, the number of wins, and the 
first-money total of earnings. The revise1 
presentation, beginning with 1957 results, 


will show, first, annual and cumulative 
records of broodmare sires in format sim- 
ilar to that used for the progeny of sires, 
and, second, a list of major winners ar- 
ranged alphabetically according to the 
broodmare sire and including names of 
sire and dam and total earnings, rather 
than first money only. 


These pamphlets will be sent to mem- 
bers of the ATBA, and will also be offered 
for sale. The average-earnings index for 
sires will be available at $1.25 a copy; 
price of the broodmare sire pamphlet re- 
mains to be determined.

Whence we must conclude that the tra- 
ditional differences of opinion in horse 
racing must be credited with at least 
one assist to the educator.

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WEEK'S RACING: MARYLAND 


Champion's Preakness 
By WARREN SCHWEDER 


Battimore. On the afternoon of May 17, 
at one of the nation’s most charming race 
courses, it was made abundantly clear that 
Tim Tam was the best American 3-year- 
old in training: that Lincoln Road, with 
certain qualifications, was second-best; 
and that their 1-2 finish in 2 previous 
encounters was no fluke. 

Lincoln Road ran in the Preakness as 
he had run in the Florida and Kentucky 
Derbys, leading all the way around and 
late into the stretch. Tim Tam, too, ran to 
pattern, lying well off the pace—actually. 
a litle farther off than his strategists had 
planned—and outgunning the leader in 
the straightaway. 

The Kentucky Derby, run over a deplor- 
ably muddy and holding surface, had been 
inconclusive. in so far as the losing in- 
terests were concerned. Seven of the 
horses which finished behind Tim Tam 
in Louisville tried again in Baltimore, but 
Tim Tam was in the best form of his career. 


Whereas in Florida and Kentucky he had 


not settled the issue until the last mo- 
ment. in Baltimore he simply overpowered 
all the forces sent against him. He had 
more enthusiasm for the task at hand; he 
was a more aggressive runner. 

Only the trainer of Lincoln Road was 
of a mind after the Preakness to do fur- 
ther battle with the Calumet Farm colt. 
Vie Sovinski. talking like a man who 
found it hard to believe what he saw, flew 
in the face of the evidence, then retreated. 

“Damned if I still don’t think he can 
beat Tim Tam.” he said. “I do know my 
horse was coming again at the end. My, 
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IsMAEL VALENZUELA AND H. A. (Jimmy) JoNes 


he can run all day on this track, all day.” 

This may have been an illusion, since 
the winning jockey, Ismael Valenzuela, 
said that Tim Tam had tried to loaf after 
he had opened up about 2 lengths, but 
Sovinski persisted: “I believe I'll take 
those blinkers off, and maybe he won't 
let that horse by him next time. I had 
a set of blinkers with slits cut in them so 
he could see what was coming at him, but 
I was afraid to use them. You don’t ex- 
periment with a race like the Preakness. 


“But I don’t know about the Belmont. 
We'll have to think a while. I do know 
that Tim Tam’s a hell of a horse. Jimmy 
Jones says that horse isn’t any Citation, 
but that’s a lot of bull.” 

Sovinski’s confidence was unique among 
the Preakness trainers. The field for the 
Belmont Stakes on June 7 was unlikely 
to include anything else approaching Tim 
Tam’s ability. 

Jewel’s Reward, fourth in the Derby 
and seventh in the Preakness. was out of 
the Belmont, since trainer Ivan Parke saw 
nothing in the Preakness to encourage 
him. 


THE Bioop-Horse had 3 representatives 
at the Preakness. Joe B. Hickey Jr. and 
Warren Schweder did the background to 
the race, interviewed many of the trainers 
and riders, and Schweder wrote the story. 
Harry Beaudouin spent the morning with 
Vic Sovinski, Lincoln Road’s trainer, and 
his piece is on page 1108. 


“He didn’t run a bit,” Parke said. “He 
was climbing all the way, like he was 
on a barrel. He ran like that [in the 
Garden State Stakes] last year —like he 
was on a barrel. He needs a rest. so I’m 
going to let up on him.” 

Said Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, in an 
aside to no one in particular: “It looks 
like we don’t have a Belmont horse after 
all. . . .. Those little legs! You just can’t 
expect him to do any more with them.” 


Trainer Charles Whittingham, whose 
Gone Fishin’ had shown improvements to 
finish third in the Preakness, had no de- 
sire to prolong the misery with an engage- 
ment in New York. 

“At least, if it was up to me, I wouldn't.” 
he said. “I’ve tried that ree 
now 3 times. What chance have I got in 
a longer race? I just don’t think this is 
a mile-and-a-half horse.” 

Said Chance it Tony’s trainer, William 
Manzi, whose horse had run sixth in the 
Derby and ninth in the Preakness: “He 
didn’t do much running, did he?” Manzi 
indicated it would be a long time before 
he hooked Tim Tam again. 

J. H. (Slim) Pierce had said before the 
race that Noureddin’s immediate future 
would be governed largely by what hap- 
pened in the Preakness. Noureddin had 
closed very well in the Derby to get third 
place, but his effort in the Preakness was 
not as sharp; he was fifth, about 614 
lengths off the winner, which was just 
good enough to keep Pierce wondering. 

“The best horse won. and the next-best 
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horse was second,” he said. “I think the 
winner will wind up being a really big 
horse. Noureddin came out of it all right. 
but Jimmy [Combest] said he called on 
him at the five-eighths-pole, but all he 
was doing was swimming. like he couldn't 
handle the track.” 

Most perplexed by the Preakness were 
Reggie Cornell and Bill Shoemaker, train- 
er and rider of Silky Sullivan, which had 
finished eighth. Silky had run a bit bet- 
ter than he had in the Derby. but the 
closing speed that had made him some- 
thing of a legend in California was not 
there. 

“He wasn’t any match today,” Cornell 
said. “He made a pretty good run from 
the three-eighths-pole to the three-six- 
teenths-pole, but he didn’t run like he did 
in California or in that prep race in 
Kentucky. His run is good for three- 
eighths of a mile. but he hasn't given it 
in his last 2 races. He’s eating good, and 
doing everything else just like he did in 
California, except running. Guess he’s 
hooking better horses here. We're going 
back to California.” 

Shoemaker said, “This is a better horse 
than he’s looked. He may never beat that 
other horse, but he’s not this bad.” 

The rider thought that Silky might have 
been in better flesh in California, and it 
was his judgment that the colt was off 
about 50 pounds. There were no com- 
plaints about the track, about bumping or 
crowding or interference. There were no 
injuries. 

The Pimlico strip is sandy and deep. 
The official designation for the Preakness 
was fast. but several trainers thought the 
track was “a little cuppy.” The best foot- 
ing was thought to be about 10 feet out 
from the rail, a path which Lincoln Road 
very prudently appropriated. 

The procession from the stable area 
began about 45 minutes before post time. 
Except for Liberty Ruler, which objected

to the presence of tractors on the track, 
the long walk into the paddock was with- 
out a hitch. Jewel’s Reward, inclined to 
be spooky in the face of large, noisy 
crowds, had been thoroughly conditioned 
by his trainer, and he behaved. Parke had 
paddocked him several times at Pimlico, 
and had decided the colt would not need 
the cotton ear-plugs he wore at Churchill 
Downs. Neither did Parke deem it neces- 
sary to accompany him to the paddock 
on his own pony. 

The paddock at Pimlico is a shed-like 
affair between the grandstand and club 
house. It is a little below ground level. 
and spectators watch the horses from a 
series of concrete steps at the front of 
the enclosure. The stalls are along the 
back wall. 

The Preakness field entered the pad- 
dock approximately 30 minutes before the 
race and remained in the dimly-lit struc- 
ture about 15 minutes, which seemed much 
too long for some of the horses. After the 
saddling, the horses were walked in a 
tight circle, then ordered to stand. Liberty 
Ruler acted worse by the minute, and 
several of the others began to show ten- 
sion. Several times the Maine Chance Farm 
colt kicked or threatened to, and once 
he came within an inch of nicking Philip 
Klipstein, one of the owners of Silky Sulli- 
van. The horses walked again. and after 2 


or 3 turns of the crowded paddock they 
were returned to the stalls. A moment 
later they paraded to the track. 

Tim Tam was an 1]-to-10 favorite, and 
the Maine Chance entry of Jewel’s Reward 
and Liberty Ruler was 31 to 10. Silky 
Sullivan. still a sentimental choice, was 
played down to a little less than 61% to 
1, and Lincoln Road. which twice pre- 
viously had put Tim Tam to the severest 
test, was 814 to 1. There were 34,712 pay. 
ing customers, and they wagered $531,592 
on the Preakness. 

It was Lincoln Road's mission to put 
as much distance as possible between hin- 
self and Tim Tam, without overtaxing his 
resources. but he was handicapped by a 
No. 10 post position. He got off well and 
started cutting across to the rail. The 
maneuver left Tim Tam pinched back be- 
tween Martins Rullah and Chance it Tony. 
In the run through the stretch it was 
Lincoln Road, Talent Show. and Michore 
on the lead, with Tim Tam about 10 
lengths away in ninth place. 

The first quarter was run in :23. Mi: 
chore threw in the towel mid-way down 
the backstretch, but Talent Show kept the 
pressure on Lincoln Road, never letting 
him get more than 3 lengths away. Six 
furlongs were done in 1:115%, and at this 
point Tim Tam, moving effortlessly along 
the rail, was in fourth place, about 5 


lengths behind the leader. 


Noureddin, running next-to-last to the 
far turn, set sail after the front-runners. 
Approaching the stretch turn, Silky Sulli 
van began to sweep around the stragglers 
The gap between Lincoln Road and Talent 
Show began closing. At the quarter-pole 
Tim Tam was in third place, at Talent 
Show’s flank, and Gone Fishin’ was met 
acing. The mile was timed in 1:374. 

Lincoln Road was first into the streteh; 
but Tim Tam had left the rail and wa 
threatening on the ouside, and it was only 
a question of time before he took col 
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plete charge. Chris Rogers dug into Lin- 
coln Road, but at the three-sixteenths- 
pole Tim Tam had him. Tim Tam opened 
2 lengths inside the eighth-pole. began 
to loaf, then moved on when Valenzuela 
threatened him with the leather. He cross- 
ed the wire about 2 lengths ahead of Lin- 
coln Road (the chart-caller said 114 
lengths), which was 31% lengths ahead of 
Gone Fishin’. Completing the field were 
Plion. Noureddin, Talent Show, Jewel’s 
Reward, Silky Sullivan, Chance it Tony. 
Martins Rullah, Michore, and Liberty 
Ruler. The time was 1:5715, 235 seconds 
slower than Nashua’s track record. 

Valenzuela said that Tim Tam’s race 
“was almost the same as in the Derby.” 
Tim Tam had “swerved a little bit from 
the bat at the three-eighths-pole.” then 
tried to loaf after getting the lead. “But 
he’s the best horse I ever rode.” 

All the horses cooled out well, and they 
were not the tired lot which finished the 
Derby. Tim Tam appeared to have been 
out for a Sunday afternoon spin through 
the park, and even Lincoln Road, which 
had been used severely, was not as fa- 
tigued as he was in Louisville. 


“You should have seen Tim Tam the 
day after the Derby,” Ben Jones said. “He 
spent all day Sunday with his head in a 
corner of the stall and didn’t move.” 

“This was a better race for him than 
the Derby.” said Jimmy Jones. “He seem- 
ed to have more punch to day, more power. 
I really think he’s improving.” 

The tendency was to compare Tim Tam 
with Gen. Duke, Calumet’s best 3-year- 
old last year until he broke a bone in his 
foot. Ben Jones said before the race that 
Tim Tam was the better. Joe Swart. who 
exercised both colts, said it was difficult 
to compare them because they were such 
different types. “You take Gen. Duke.” 
he said. “Why, he’d run at a horse, fall 
back a little, then run at him again. He 
punished you, killed you like that. It 
seems to me that Tim Tam will do just 
what you want him to do. that’s all. He’s 
not the competitor Gen. Duke was.” 

“He’s no Citation, Armed, or Whirlaway. 
who would go out and win by 8 or 10 
lengths.” said Ben Jones. “This horse runs 
with his field. . . . But he may keep on 
developing. You writers say he’s a little 
light through the hips, but next year he'll 


be a different-looking colt.” 

Willie Hartack, who broke his leg in 
a starting-gate accident before the Derby, 
probably won’t ride Tim Tam again until 
after the Belmont, Jones said. 

“Now, don’t get me wrong; we like 
Hartack, we think he’s about the best 
rider there is. But there’s a lot at stake 
in the Belmont, you know that. What 
would you do? We want the strongest 
boy.” 

Would Jimmy Jones care to speculate 
on Calumet’s best chances for the 1959 
classics? 

“You can put down On-and-On, he’s a 
bay colt by *Nasrullah out of Two Lea; 
a half-brother to Tim Tam. He’s a com- 
pact. sound colt,” Jones said. “Then there’s 
Torocuik; he’s a dark bay colt by Bull 
Lea out of the dam of Pensive. He’s a 
very tall colt, and will need some time to 
develop. 

Jimmy has a record of picking winners. 
In May of 1956 he leaned to Gen. Duke, 
Iron Liege, and Simon Kenton, in that 
order. In May, 1957, he picked Tim Tam, 
though the colt at that time was just 
recovering from leg truble. The front of

Around 11 o'clock on Preakness 
morning. Vic Sovinski was encountered 
in Barn J on the Pimlico backstretch. 
The trainer of Lincoln Road was dust- 
ing his shoes, preparatory to having 
lunch with Horace Wade. 

It was quiet under the shed. At one 
end, some of the help had pulled a 
cot out of a tackroom and were playing 
a hand of poker on it. Perry Johnson, 
who rubs Lincoln Road. was squinting 
across the track into the sun, trying 
to watch a jumping exhibition by 
Maryland hunting ponies in front of 
the grandstand. 

The big horse, muzzled and bandaged 
all around, dozed in his stall. a picture 
of placidity. If he was aware that he 
would soon be sweating for the brass, 
he didn’t show it. He had just finished 
an early lunch of 2 quarts of whole 
oats. 

“Vic.” a man asked, “when did you 
know you had a live one?” 

“First time I breezed him,” he said. 
“Mr. Blumberg (Isaac Blumberg, the 
retired Chicago manufacturer who 
owns Lincoln Road) had bought him 
at the Keeneland fall sales in °56 for 
$3.100—I had my stock in Chicago and 
couldn’t make the sale. 

“Anyway, they sent Lincoln Road to 
me, and I[ broke him right at Haw- 
thorne. First time I breezed him an 
eighth, I told the boy to bring him 
back in :13. He came back in :11. He’s 
been an easy horse to train since and 
certainly the best I’ve ever had. 

“You know, Mr. Blumberg used to 
fool around with show horses, and he’s 
a pretty good judge of horseflesh. He 
bought 9 yearlings at that Keeneland 
sale, and all but one have won. Some 
of the others are Little Porter, Chief 
Apache, Lorie Belle, and Star Apache 
—they’ve all done well for us. Mr. 
Blumberg spent about $32.000 for the 
lot, and I guess they've earned close to 
$100,000 by now.” 

Sovinski, an affable, articulate man 
of 50 who has been training horses 
since 1937, walked over to Lincoln 
Road’s stall, where the solid bay colt 
stood in sleepy reverie. “Watch.” he 
said. He took a quarter from his pocket 
and flipped it in the air, caught it and 
flipped it again. 

Lincoln Road came alive. Ears prick- 
ed, he studied the flight of the coin. 

“He’s one of the most alert, inquisi- 
tive colts I’ve ever seen.” Vic said. 
“Chances are, it’s cost him a couple-of 


races. Take that Florida Derby in 
March, when Tim Tam beat him a 
couple of lengths. This colt must have 
propped 4 times from the quarter- 
pole home. That’s one race he never 
should have lost. 

“You know, it was funny. Last No- 
vember, in Miami, I told Horace Wade, 
‘You take that big Florida Derby cup 
and fill it with thousand-dollar bills, 
because I'll be back in March to pick it 
up. Lot of people thought I was crazy, 
but as it turned out, we got beat half 
a length for all of it.” 

Lincoln Road apparently has the 
constitution of a bear. He wolfs down 
13 quarts of oats and three-quarters of 
a bale of hay a day and can’t be walked 
the day after a hard work or a race. 

“You walk this colt the day after.” 
Vic said, “and then gallop him the next, 
he'll come back blowing like a whale. 
You've just got to keep picking at him.” 

Preakness week, for example, Lincoln 
Road galloped 2 miles on Tuesday, 
breezed 7 furlongs in 1:33 on Wednes- 
day, galloped another 2 miles on Thurs- 
day (going the second mile at a 2-min- 
ute clip), blew out three-eighths on 
Friday in :36, and then galloped 2 
miles again Preakness morning. 

The night of his 244-length Kentucky 
Derby defeat by Tim Tam, Lincoln 
Road downed a 9-quart mash. He 
galloped 2 miles Sunday morning, and 
then shipped out to Baltimore. He 
stands 15:3 now, and looks like a grow- 
ing boy. 

Sovinski has been with Blumberg a 
little over 2 years. He has about 20 
head, which race under the name of 
Sunny Blue Farm. He started out in 
1937, did a hitch in the Army, and 
then returned to racing. He campaigned 
a public stable in New England and 
the Mid-west, his principal clients 
being Tilyou Christopher and C. S. 
Handleman. 

He never hit the big-time, however, 
until he began his association with 
Blumberg. Until he went to Churchill 
Downs a few weeks ago, in fact, he had 
never even seen a Kentucky Derby ex- 
cept on television. 

He was asked if at any time in his 
training career he had ever been dis- 
couraged to the point of wanting out. 

“No,” he said, “and I’ve had some 
real dogs. But I guess I just love horses 
too much. I like to be around them.” 
Gesturing over his shoulder towards 
the Pimlico club house, he said, “Right 
now, for instance, I'd just as soon be 
here as over there.” 
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the right fore ankle, for no apparent rea. 
son, had developed a slight enlargement, 
and at Keeneland the whole leg grew sore. 
The disturbance, which did not seem to 
be related, persisted for about a week be. 
fore disappearing. They kept the colt oyt 
of serious training until the summer, and 
by the time the 1958 season opened it ap- 
peared that Kentucky Pride was the best 
in the stable. Fortunately for Calumet, 
Tim Tam developed faster, so that when 
Kentucky Pride began having trouble with 
his wind the Tom Fool colt was ready to 
take over the responsibilities. 

Tim Tam gave Calumet Farm its sixth 
Preakness victory, but not since Citation 
in 1948 had a Calumet horse won both 
the Derby and the Preakness. Citation, of 
course, went on to win the Belmont, and 
at this point here doesn’t seem much to 
keep Tim Tam from doing the same.

The Traders 


Cuicaco. Trainer Harry Trotsck. of 
Hasty House Farms, was receiving con- 
gratulations on Melody Mine’s victory 
in the Modesty Handicap. 

“Yes, she’s a nice filly.” Trotsek said. 

Melody Mine (The Doge—Magic Mel- 
ody, by Zacaweista) was acquired from 
William Hal Bishop early last December, 
The former mule and horse trader from 
Anna, Ill., who has a bewildering tum- 
over of Thoroughbreds each year, received 
in return Big Pond, a 3-year-old colt; 
*Shoerullah, a 3-year-old Irish-bred geld- 
ing; and *Bryn, a 5-year-old English-bred 
horse. 

Bred by Col. Phil T. Chinn and sold to 
Bishop for $7,500 as a young 2-year-old, 
Melody Mine won 4 races last season, in- 
cluding the Mademoiselle Stakes. She was 
out of the money only twice in 14 starts, 
earned $28,510. 

Washington Park by all odds was Mel- 
ody Mine’s favorite race track. She won 
her only 2 races there last year, and she 
had a perfect record for 2 starts this 
meeting. On Balmoral’s opening day. 6 
days before the Modesty, Melody Mine 
annexed a 514-furlong dash called the 
Modesty Prep. 

Trotsek said Melody Mine’s race was by 
far her best since Allie Reuben bought 
her. In 5 previous races under the Reuben 
colors Melody Mine had won once—a 
6-furlong sprint at Gulfstream Park. She 
was edged out by Ramadel in a similar 
dash at Hialeah Park. 

A native of suburban Cicero, Trotsek 
was introduced to race horses 35 yeas 
ago at Hawthorne. He now has a farm if 
southern Illinois, where he stands Platan 
(in partnership with Reuben) and Car 
rara Marble. 

“Bull Hancock sent in a mare—Wing: 
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ing. I've got a half-interest in her. She’s 
by *Sir Gallahad III. She’s in foal to 
Flying Fury and she'll be bred to Platan. 
We've got some pretty good mares down 
there—Delamar, Hilda. Charley Wacker 
sent a fine mare, Petrose Girl. She’s the 
dam of Ramadel and Rockport. We'll 
breed her to Platan.” 

Trotsek didn’t know how far Melody 
Mine would run, but it was encouraging 
to see her come from off the pace her last 
2 races. 

In the 6-furlong Modesty she forced 
Beautillion’s pace for the first 5 furlongs. 
took a narrow lead at the eighth-pole. 
but didn’t really forge ahead until the last 
40 or 50 yards, winning by a half-length. 
The 2 mares seemed to brush during their 
duel, but no one complained, and appren- 
tice rider Dick Barnett won his first stakes.

CALIFORNIA 
May 17 Wasn't March 17 


Los ANGELEs. Before the running of the 
Los Angeles Handicap at Hollywood Park. 
veteran Bill Finnegan was less confident 
of victory than were form players in the 
crowd of 47,367. Finnegan, who is in his 
70’s and is considered a “horsemen’s 
trainer,” visited the press box—along with 
other owners and trainers—to view the 
running of the Preakness on television. 

Of course, it was a pro-Silky Sullivan 
crowd, and when he made his big move on 
the turn, the rooting was something real. 
But, unfortunately for Silky, it was a 
question again of “too little, too late.” 

Finnegan represents the Irish, too. He 
trains for Neil McCarthy, prominent Los 
Angeles attorney and longtime Thorough- 
bred owner and breeder, and in a short 
time he would saddle *Seaneen, an Irish- 
bred, for the Los Angeles Handicap. Finne- 
gan did not take ‘Silky’s defeat as a bad 
omen for the Irish, but when someone 
asked him about *Seaneen, he said: “It’s 
going to be a tough race.” 

The bettors did not think so. They 
backed *Seaneen, which was fresh from 
setting a new track record of 1:4044 for 
a mile and a sixteenth at Golden Gate, 
down to slightly less than even money, 
and sent Terrang away at 3-1. But at the 
end of 7 furlongs neither was in the money. 
as How Now, a Beau Max gelding, posted 
a half-length victory over Golden Notes, 
another son of the King Ranch stallion. 

From the very start the Los Angeles 
Was a speed duel between How Now. which 
King Ranch sold to G. C. Newell, a Seattle 
msurance broker, for $26,000 last sum- 
mer, and Golden Notes. Gold Cover tried 
'o run with them down the backstretch, 
but had enough before reaching the turn, 
and dropped back to last. 
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George Newell’s How Now, a 5-year-old 


gelding by Beau Max, won the $50,000- 


added Los Angeles Handicap May 17, staving off the stretch bid of Golden 
Notes, another son of Beau Max. Both of the first 2 were bred by King Ranch. 


*Seaneen, meanwhile, was in excellent 
position, right behind the leaders. On the 
turn, he moved up well as Johnny Long- 
den cut to the rail to save some ground, 
but when taken out at the top of the 
stretch for the drive, *Seaneen was 
“empty.” 

Terrang dropped out of it even sooner. 
He ran well to the turn, where he was 
put in extremely close quarters by *Sea- 
neen when the latter cut to the rail. After 
that he dropped back steadily. 

How Now put down one stern challenge 
after another from Golden Notes. The 
latter made repeated bids to get the lead, 
but every time he moved up, How Now 
turned on a little more speed. At the top 
of the stretch he was only a head in front 
of Golden Notes, and after a prolonged 
battle his margin at the wire was half a 
length. His time for the 7 furlongs was 
1:21%%. 

Since coming under the training of 
Cecil Jolly, one of the many excellent 
horsemen from Seattle in particular and 
the Great Northwest in general, How Now 
has won 8 races. 3 of them stakes. The 
powerful, rugged gelding won 5 in a row 
last summer, including the Del Mar 
Handicap. 

The Los Angeles Handicap is designed 
as the final major prep before the running 
of the Californian, but it produced no new 
rivals for Round Table. How Now was 
not nominated for the Californian, as he 
has had an inflammation in the region of 
his ankles, and his training routine lately 
has been for short races. ; 

“I haven't even had him around 2 turns 
lately,” Jolly said, by way of explaining 
why How Now was not made eligible for 
the Californian. “There are some _ big 


races coming up for him soon, though. 
We'll see how he cools out.”

Bold Ruler's Reappearance 
New York. Wheatley Stable’s Bold 


Ruler, the 1957 Preakness winner, made 
his fifth comeback of 3 seasons of racing 
on Preakness day, 1958. Away from com- 
petition for 7 months, Bold Ruler (133) 
conceded from 16 to 27 pounds to seasoned 
sprinters and defeated them in 1:09 for 
the straight 6 furlongs of the Toboggan 
Handicap. 

This was not an exhibition such as 
earned him a “horse of the year” title last 
season. Bold Ruler won the Toboggan by 
doggedly putting down Egotistical (113) 
and then Clem (117). He had to be a 
determined. driving horse to hold his mar- 
gin of a half-length over Clem in the final 
furlong. 

Under the conditions of 10 or 15 years 
ago Bold Ruler probably would not have 
made it back to the races for the fifth 
time. Developments in X-ray therapy in 
that period made the difference. 

When Bold Ruler came north from 
Florida this spring, trainer James Fitz- 
simmons hoped to have him ready for the 
6-furlong Paumonok Handicap on open- 
ing day of the New York season, March 
28. A splint, which responded to treat- 
ment, had disappeared after preventing 
his appearance in the 7-furlong Palm 
Beach Handicap at Hialeah. Another ail- 
ment. which at first was thought to be a 
twisted ankle, seemed to be healing after

In the late summer of 1957, R. E. Faircloth, 
Chevrolet dealer from Johnson City, Tenn., went 
to Calumet Farm, Lexington, to buy some horses 
for his racing stable. “I’ve been in the horse 
business for several years,” he told the Calumet 
office staff, “and I’ve never had a decent horse. 
I decided that I ought to try to buy some horses 
from a farm that had been successful.” 

Faircloth’s first 2 purchases, made on Septem- 
ber 4, were Sharpsburg, a 4-year-old colt by 
*Alibhai—*Nina Bruja, and Arzilla, a 3-year-old 
filly by Citation—Swanking. Less than a month 
later he bought Topic A., a 2-year-old filly by 
Ponder—Belle Nelle, and Vendome, a 3-year-old 
filly by Citation—Amphibian. Sharpsburg won 
3 races for Faircloth last fall, and this year 
he has developed into one of the country’s better 
handicap horses. 

On January 2, 1958, Faircloth made his third 
set of purchases. This group included the 5- 
year-old Liberty Sun and 6 younger horses— 
Gold Flame, a 3-year-old filly by Bull Lea—

Bold Ruler was scheduled to begin his 1958 
campaign in Florida, but a puffy left ankle twice 
forced trainer Jim Fitzsimmons to postpone his 
debut. Since reaching New York the 1957 cham- 
pion had had more trouble, but on May 13 he 
indicated his readiness for the 6-furlong Toboggan 
Handicap by working 5 furlongs handily in :58. 

Frank E. Kilroe loaded Bold Ruler with 133 
pounds for the Toboggan, 16 more than any other 
starter, but the bettors still made him a 2-5 favor- 
ite.

Probably the best broodmare sale of recent 
years for bargain hunters occurred in July, 1954, 
when the stock of Royce G. Martin’s Woodvale 
Farm was dispersed. Martin had been one of the 
ceuntry’s most successful market breeders for sev- 
eral years before his death in the spring of 1954, 
and his 45-mare band included a large number of 
good runners and producers. There were no large 
prices in the dispersal, however, partly because 
many Woodvale mares had lost foals in the spring 
of 1954 through virus abortion. 

Among the bargains was Sari Omar, dam of 
Navy Chief and Fond Embrace, which went to 
Charlton Clay, of Paris, Ky., for $11,500. Her 
first foal for Clay was a Haltal filly, sold at the 
1956 Keeneland summer sales for $6,500; the next 
was Kit’s Pet, a Pet Bully filly, foaled March 30, 
1956, which Clay sold to Leon Levy’s Jaclyn 
Stable for $11,000 at the 1957 Keeneland summer 
sales. 

Kit’s Pet was transferred to Robert Levy's Cisley 
Stable before she began racing. She was third in 
a maiden race at Garden State Park on May 8 in 
ther first start, then ran in the Rancocas Stakes, 
for which she was second choice at 56-10. Fifinella 
Miss was a 7-10 favorite. 

Sun ‘’n Fun, after maintaining a 2-length lead 
for 3 furlongs, tired in the stretch, and Kit’s 
Pet moved to the front before reaching the eighth- 
pole. In the last furlong she increased her margin 
slowly, beating Pebble Dawn by 1% lengths. 
Fifinella Miss, which dwelt at the start and was 
blocked at the far turn, closed well to finish 
fourth. 

Kit’s Pet is the first stakes winner from the 
first crop of 17 foals by Pet Bully, which is owned 
by a syndicate and stands at Crown Crest Farm, 
Lexington.

Paris. Highest-ranked colts in the Ital- 
ian Free Handicap of last year’s 2-year- 
olds were Pier Capponi, Peveron, Malhoa, 
and Sedan. Three of these came out for 
the 114-mile Premio Emanuele Filiberto at 
Milan on April 27, the absent one being 
Peveron, winner of the Premio Parioli. 
Another in the strong field was the good 
colt Filogeo, which had not raced at 2 
but had won twice this year. beating 
Sedan in his second start. 

The result was a convincing victory for 
Pier Capponi (Lacaduv—Pierre Qui Vire, 
hy Majano). which galloped away in the 
straight to a 3-length margin over Sedan 
(Prince Bio—Staffa, by Orsenigo). Third, 
2 lengths farther back, was Filogeo (Goya- 
ma—Filatrice, by Escamillo), with Malhoa 
fourth. 

Pier Capponi is not in the Italian 
Derby. but Sedan, Filogeo, Malhoa, and 
Peveron are probable starters. [Finish of 
the Derby on May 15: Sedan, Tiepolo. 
Peveron. | 

On May 4 the 3 highest-ranked 2-year- 
old fillies of 1957 met in the Oaks d'Italia, 
over a distance of 13g miles at Milan. 
Beatrice Adams (Pearl Diver—Balestrina, 
by Torbido) and Dadea (Tehran—Dama- 
lis. by Tourbillon) had won their first 
races of 1958. Carboncina (Sayani—Cir- 
cignana, by Donatello II) had won her 
first start of the season, then finished 
second to Algaiola in the Premio Elena 
and third to Peveron and Kabul in the 
Premio Parioli, in which Algaiola was 
unplaced. 

Beatrice Adams made the pace in the 
Oaks, easily put down Dadea’s challenge 
in the stretch, and won by a length from 
her stablemate Carboncina, with Dadea 
third, 3 lengths farther back. 

It was the 12th Italian Oaks victory 
for the Razza Dormello-Olgiata and the 
fifth for jockey Enrico Camici. The win- 
ners time was 2:1645, a record for the 
race. Her sire is the French horse Pearl 
Diver (Vatellor—Pearl Cap, by Le Capu- 
cin), winner of the 1947 Derby at Epsom. 
Her dam, Balestrina (Torbido—Balestri- 
era, by Solario) won the Premio del 
Jockey Club as a 3-year-old, and the third 
dam, Bernina (Pharos—Bunworry, by 
Great Sport), in 1934 won the Italian 
One Thousand and Two Thousand Gui- 
neas equivalents and the Oaks d'Italia. 
Bernina was a sister to the successful 
stallion Bozzetto and granddam of the 
champions Botticelli and Barbara Sirani. 


Germany’s One Thousand Guineas 


The German 2-year-olds of 1957 were 
dominated by the filly Andrea (Ticino— 
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Adriana, by Arjaman). unbeaten in 3 
starts, including the Zukunftsrennen at 
Baden. The next-best fillies were Niobe 
(Pearl Diver—Naxos. by Ticino). winner 
of the Oppenheim Rennen and 2 other 
races in 5. starts; Sabrina (Ticino— 
Schwarzblaurot. by Magnat), also winner 
of 3 out of 5, including the Horster Cri- 
terium, and second in the Zukunftsrennen; 
and Gerafel (Neckar—Gabelweihe. by 
Avantin), once a winner in 5 starts and a 
good third to older horses in November. 

These 4 were engaged in the one-mile 
Schwarzgold Rennen at Duesseldorf May 
1, but Andrea was withdrawn at the last 
moment. The other 3 finished within the 
space of a length, but all were beaten 
by the French-bred filly Ivresse (Nuccio 
—Blue Kiss, by Pharis), which won by 
a length from Sabrina, with Gerafel third, 
Niobe fourth. 

Ivresse. bred by Mme. J. Blondel and 
owned by the Wolkenstein stable, had won 
as a 2-year-old and in her only other 
1957 start had been left at the start. She 
had won her only previous race this year. 
She is from the first crop of foals by the 
Gran Premio d'Italia and Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe winner Nuccio (Traghetto— 
Nuvoletta, by Muzio), and she is the 
first living foal of her dam, Blue Kiss, 
winner of 5 races and daughter of the 
Poule d’Essai winner Bear, by 
*Blenheim II. Blue Bear’s 6 winners 
include the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe 
kero Le Paillon. 


The Older Stayers 


France’s Ascot Gold Cup equivalent, 
the 214-mile Prix du Cadran, run in heavy 
going at Longchamp May 11, drew a 
field of 10 horses, all 4- and 5-year-olds, 
including the Irish mare Gladness and 
the English French Beige. At the last 
turn the whole field was bunched to- 
gether. The early leaders, Flying Flag 
and French Beige, were first to weaken, 
and after a stirring contest the victory 
went to the 4-year-old Scot (Souverain— 
Dissenter, by Cameronian), which held a 
one-length margin over John McShain’s 
courageous mare Gladness (Sayajirao— 
Bright Lady, by April the Fifth). Third. 
a short neck farther back, was Achaz 
(Adrar—Quick Trick, by Atout Maitre), 
with a narrow margin over the 1957 Prix 
Royal Oaks winner Argel. 

Scot and Gladness may meet again in 
the Ascot Gold Cup, which is also the 
main objective of the 3 which took the 
places in the 13'4-furlong Ormonde 
Stakes at Chester on May 8. Queen Eliza- 
beth II’s 4-year-old Doutelle (Prince 
Chevalier—Above Board, by Straight 
Deal), which had won the John Porter 
Stakes in his first start of the year, won 
the Ormonde Stakes by 11% lengths from 
Ballymoss (Mossborough—Indian Call, by 
Singapore), winner of the 1957 Irish 
Derby and Doncaster St. Leger under the 


colors of Philadelphian John MceShain, 
Third, 3 lengths farther away. was Brioche 
(Tantieme—Eudemis. by Victrix). 

Another prominent Gold Cup candidate, 
the 5-year-old Hornbeam (Hyperion— 
Thicket. by *Nasrullah). which had won 
his first start of the season. was beaten 
by his contemporary China Rock (Rocke. 
fella—May Wong, by Rustom Pasha) in 
the 114-mile Victor Wild Stakes at Kemp. 
ton on May 10. 


Classic Colts in France 


As a result of excellent form thus far 
in the season, the French  3-year-olds 
Noelor and Bella Paola have been ip. 
stalled as favorites for the Derby and 
Oaks at Epsom. 

Mme. Leon Volterra’s Noelor (Vatellor 
—Manoela, by Amfortas) began his ca- 
reer impressively by leading all the way 
in the Prix Juigne and _ beating New 
Major (Majano—New Star. by Tifinar) 
three-quarters of a length. A week later, 
in the Prix Greffulhe. limited to offspring 
of French mares, Jorge de Atucha’s Up. 
start (Alfaraz—Tota. by Tornado) had 
turned in an impressive final burst of 
speed to win by 3 lengths from Malefaim 
(Premier Baiser—Malvia. by Messines) 
and Silence (Scratch—Lalo, by Fana- 
tique). 

Another fortnight later. on May 4 at 
Lengchamp. the 1°%,-mile Prix Noailles, 
for the produce of French parents, brought 
together Noelor, New Major. Malefaim, 
and Silence. Noelor waited in the second 
rank, behind the pace made by a stable. 
mate of Silence, and in the final straight 
he moved out with authority to win by 2 
lengths from Malefaim. with New Major 
third, half a length back. Silence was 
only fifth. 

Vatellor (Vatout—Lady Elinor, by 
*Teddy) is already sire of the Epsom 
Derby winners Pearl Diver and My Love. 
Noelor’s dam, Manoela (Amfortas—Teren- 
tia, by Zionist), ran without winning; she 
traces to Donnetta, dam of Diadem and 
Diophon. 

Upstart was a hot favorite for the 11> 
mile Prix Hocquart at Longchamp May 
11, in a field limited to the get of French 
sires. He was beaten, but perhaps through 
no fault of his own. His jockey drove him 
past the pacemaker, which had established 
a long early lead, too early in the straight, 
and in the last 100 yards he yielded to 
Victor Lyon’s San Roman, which had run 
twice at 2 and this year had won twice 
and finished second once at middle dis 
tances before going unplaced in the 1° 
mile Prix de Esperance of May 4, won 
by Mme. Volterra’s Tello (Mat de Co- 
cagne—Vatellora, by Vatellor). 

San Roman is by the Grand Prix de 
Paris winner Vieux Manoir (Brantome— 
Vieille Maison, by Finglas) out of Blina 
( Maravedis—Bourgogne, by Blandford), @ 
winning half-sister to the Prix du Jockey 
Club winner Bey.

it had kept Bold Ruler from making his 
first start of 1958 in the Widener. Then, 
after his first breeze at Belmont Park, 
his left leg filled again, above the ankle. 


Therapy with X-ray 


Mr. Fitz turned his problem over to Dr. 
William O. Reed, who diagnosed the ail- 
ment as acute traumatic bursitis of the 
ankle. 

Dr. Reed said: “It was very much like 
the trouble a baseball pitcher might de- 
velop in his shoulder from an old injury. 
We decided the best way to treat it would 
be just like a human ailment. We made 
up a schedule of X-ray therapy for Bold 
Ruler with a total of 1,000 Roentgen units 
to be spaced over 5 treatments, given 
within a period of 10 days or 2 weeks. 

“X-ray treatment seems to have an affin- 
ity for the bursa tissue. It gives complete 
relief of pain, and, with the filters we 
have on the machines, we can pretty well 
pinpoint the action, There was a complete 
absence of filling in the case of Bold 
Ruler, once the treatments had been start- 
ed, and of course the wonderful thing was, 
he was never really out of training. He 
continued to gallop and the set-back was 
small and of a temporary nature as far as 
his training was concerned. He never was 
laid up for a period of time. as had been 
the case before X-ray therapy. 


“This is not a counter-irritant type of 
therapy. as blistering or firing, but an 
anti-inflammatory method. The X-rays re- 
duce the inflammation through the white 
cell system of the tissue, and while there 
might be temporary pain, relief from pain 
comes in a short time. It’s a bit of a 


coincidence that the fellow riding Bold 
Ruler today had the same type of trouble 
in his shoulder. Eddie (Arcaro) told me, 
when we were flying down to the Derby, 
that 4 or 5 years ago his shoulder was so 
bad from a spill of years before that he 
couldn’t lift his arm above his shoulder. 
He took X-ray treatment and was back 
swinging a golf club in a month.” 


Triumph Over Trouble 


Eddie had to swing his whip once or 
twice to assure a Toboggan victory for 
Bold Ruler, as the big colt got into a bit 
of trouble early in the race. Coming out 
of the No. 2 post (second from the rail 
closest to the stand), Bold Ruler got off 
to his usual fine start. (“There has never 
been a horse with his weight up who could 
make the first 3 jumps like this fellow.” 
says Arcaro.) But Egotistical, coming off 
2 sprint wins at Jamaica, came over from 
No. 3 and hit Bold Ruler broadside. 
bouncing off the Wheatley colt to the 
lead and doing a quarter in 22 seconds. 

Egotistical kept veering a bit to the left 
and Arcaro snugged back, not far behind 
the leader. but with only one horse behind 
him. Once clear, Bold Ruler moved to 
the leader. Egotistical tired and finished 
next to last. Arcaro was driving hard 
through the last eighth. “I had to sort of 
steer him over to the right so he would 
see Clem, about even on the other side 
of the chute.” Eddie said, “but once he 
caught a glimpse, he went on and held 
him safe.” 

Bold Ruler now heads for the $50,000 
Carter on Memorial Day. The weights are 
to be announced the week-end before the 
holiday event. Expected to be in the strat- 
ospheric level of Mr. Kilroe’s poundages 
for the 7-furlong race, Bold Ruler may 


have company among the highweights, 
*Gallant Man is training for his 1958 
debut in the Carter, and last year’s Bel. 
mont winner will not be getting anything 
like the 16 pounds Clem received from 
Bold Ruler. 

*Gallant Man worked on the day of 
the Toboggan, going 5 furlongs over Bel- 
mont’s training track in 1:01.

The Shortened Stretches 


Belmont opened its turf course on To- 
boggan day for the first time since the fall 
of 1956. At that time the curve of the 
infield courses on the stretch bend was 
brought in 48 feet. The main track was 
brought in a similar distance last winter 
to allow room for an access road to the 
rear parking lots. 

When the turf, steeplechase. and hurdle 
courses were moved toward the center, the 
turn was banked and re-sodded. It was 
not until last fall that horses were allowed 
to use the steeplechase course, which is 
inside the turf strip for flat races, and was 
only his month that horses were allowed 
to gallop over the grass course. 

In changing the turn the engineers did 
not shorten the radius of the curve; they 
snipped off 48 feet from the backstretch 
and homestretch. The operation changed 
the circumference of the main track from 
114 miles (plus 6 inches the original sur- 
veyor found after the track was com- 
pleted) to 144 miles minus 96 feet of 
straightaway.

traits hang in the museum. Other portraits will be reproduced from time to time. He served as a steward at several race 
meetings. and there is evidence that he 
raced one of his blooded horses over the 
race course at Alexandria, Va. At the age 
of 16 Washington had helped survey the 
site of Alexandria and he may have aided 
in laying out the race course nearby. The 
statuesque Virginian gained considerable C 
prominence in the French and Indian War 
and at 26 was named commander of the M) 
Virginia State Militia. A large land own- 
er, he had married well, and his wealth M 
and military prestige made him much in 
demand at the social functions of the 
middle colonies. 

An advertisement in the Maryland Ge- 
zette for April 23, 1761. noted: “To be run 
for on the 28th of May on the usual race 
ground at Alexandria, a purse of 50 M 
pounds ... the horses to be entered on the 
Monday before the race with the man- M 
agers. Mrs. George Washington, Mr. John 
Carlyle. and Mr. Charles Digges. .. . All 
differences that may arise will be decided M 
by the managers.” His associates in the 
stand were his close friends: Carlyle was M 
the leading citizen of Alexandria and 
Digges was of a family noted for its in- M 
terest in blooded stock. 

Washington probably was associated in 
some capacity with the meetings at Wil- 
liamsburg. For a series of years his led- 
gers show sums subscribed toward the 
purses given there by the Jockey Club. 
and race-week coincided with sessions of 
the House of Burgesses. of which Wash- 
ington was a member for 15 years. The 
race meetings which he found most at- 
tractive, however, were those at Annapolis, 
although he noted that he was “a con- 
stant and persistent loser.” His ledger 
gravely lists the following expenses on 
a visit to Annapolis in the fall 1762; Mi 
“Traveling £2 10s; Sundry tickets to the 
ball, 12s; two boxes of claret, £25; a vr 
horse, £40; cash lost on races, £1 6s; 
won at cards, £13.” His subsequent attend: 
ance at the Annapolis meetings in the 
early 1770°s probably were more satisfac- 
tory from a wagering standpoint. He was Mi 
the guest of Colonial Gov. Sir Robert Eden 
(ancestor of Anthony Eden). whose bay Vte 
horse Why Not was a consistent winnel.

ington’s neighbor, William Fitzhugh, won 
3 principal events at the same meeting. 

Washington’s frequent attendance at 
the races terminated when he took per- 
sonal command of the Continental Army 
on July 3, 1775. However, during the war, 
his attention was attracted to the fine gray 
mounts of a troop of Connecticut Rangers. 
Washington caused Col. Light Horse 
Harry Lee (father of Robert E. Lee) to 
inquire of these horses. Lee’s subordinate, 
Capt. Lindsey, learned that all of the grays 
were by a gray Arabian named Ranger, 
an animal which he purchased for $3,000 
and removed to Virginia. Lindsey’s Ara- 
bian, nee Ranger (1762-1785), appears 
today in the pedigree of Hanover but his 
chief distinction is being the sire of Wash- 
ington’s race horse. An Othello mare from 
the family of Selima was bred to Lindsey’s 
Arabian by John Park Custis, stepson of 
Washington. On June 5, 1780, a chestnut 
colt arrived at Mt. Vernon and was subse- 
quently named Magnolia. When Custis 
died a few days after Cornwallis’ surren- 
der at Yorktown, Magnolia passed into 
Washington’s possession. 

It is generally known that Washington 
was an ardent foxhunter, and Magnolia 
is listed among the many horses and 
hounds in the farm register. The only ref- 
erence to Magnolia’s racing performances, 
however, came to light some 50 years later. 
Thomas Peter wrote a letter to the Amer- 
ican Turf Register, dated February 15, 
1830: “About the year 1790 (probably 
1784), I was attending a jockey club at 
Alexandria; this was the first time I ever 
had seen the General. He was solicited 
to serve as one of the judges; he accepted

Gen. Washington had a beauti- 
ful horse called Magnolia, that ran one 
of the days—he was not the winner.

Lee of Magnolia 
for 5,000 acres of Kentucke land agree. 
ably to the memo which he gave me; 
which (is that) in case it should have been 
disposed of by Det. Skinner, is to be sup. 
plied by other land of equal value.”
